REFORMING THE REFORMERS. 


A very interesting discussion on the present agitation by Cardinal Farley, 
for a stage censorship is herewith reproduced from the Post Express, Roch- 
ester, N. Y.: 


“A movement for the elevation of the theater in America has been in- 
augufated by Catholics in New York City under the patronage of Cardinal 
Farley. The cardinal declared that he had never attended a theater in his 
life, but that he has read a great deal, and that he considers this ‘war against 
infamy’ justified. He advocates a step backward into old world methods in 
the censorship of plays. It seems as though the cardinal and his followers 
were taking a course quite common with reformers in beginning at the wrong 
end of things. That plays are produced which ought not to be and that many 
such win patronage is unquestionable. But is not the type of play that suc- 
ceeds an evidence of the inclination of a certain section of the playgoing public 
toward the thing it presents? A great many people are constantly talking 
and thinking and writing about subjects that might better be let alone. 
Naturally these subjects are taken up by the dramatist. Why blame the thea- 
ter and attempt to reform it? Why not reform the reformers that keep un- 
pleasant subjects so constantly before the public that it becomes habituated 
to the discussion of them? Besides this point, the theater is probably credited 
with a good deal more influence for evil than it actually possesses. In general 
it may be said that people do not receive the tendency toward evil from the 
theatre, but go to its bad productions 
to help satisfy their craving for it. 
Mereover, it should be remembered 
that as the theater-going public has 
increased enormously, the patrons of 
every type of play, and every type has 
its own distinctiv public, have in-

ask the audience not to show its approval by applauding! No one but Shaw 
would propound such a silly proposition, and we are inclined to regard it as 
but another of those Shavian methods that have gained for him much pub- 
licity. 


Now that Edison has perfected a synchronizer which synchronizes, the 
world may expect the divine Sarah to be with us forever. Madame Bernhardt 
is no longer the great stage attraction she once was, as evidenced by the 
public’s reception of her in the present vaudevil tour she is making, but her 
voice—her wonderful voice—remains with her. Let this great voice be joined 
to the moving pictures in which she has appeared, and her great art will go 
on, living eons after she has become dust.

MAKING A NATIONAL DRAMA, - 


Henry W. Savage, the theatrical producef, is a long-headed Yankee. 
Once he was a real estate man—he is yet, for the matter of that, and one of 
the biggest in Boston. He turned theatrical man because he had a theater 
on his hands, and no one to run it. Like the artist who mixed his paints with 
brains, Mr. Savage has imagination as well as shrewdness. He glimpses the 
future. The faculty of looking ahead, 
which made him so prosperous in real 
estate, clings to him im his other 
business. 

He realizes that the regulation 
play, made in France or England, Is 
not for the mass of playgoers of this

Moreover, it must always 
be remembered that fashions in such 
matters change. Certain remarks and

fined author, Jane Austen, has some remarks in her novels that would be 
considered indelicate; yet not one of these is worse than the outspokenness 


of the dramas and novels of today; the fashion in which it is done has changed, 
that is all.” 


George M. Cohan is reported to have announct that after next year he 
will retire from the stage and turn country gentleman. It is natural to surmise 
that from the gable of his beautiful new residence he contemplates building 
up in Rhode Island, the American flag will wave. Perhaps even his lawns 


will be decorated with floral designs of “Old Glory.” We shall see what we 
shall see. 


Wilton Lackaye is credited with having made the statement that foreign 
opera singers are brainless.

He even askt the audience to repress their mirth 
as much as possible, and not to even smile. What rot. That a playwright, es- 
pecially a playwright like G. B. S., who writes plays to cause laughter, should

country. Other lands have a national 
drama; why not this, or, since it is 
too vast in size, too varied in human 
nature, why not a drama that will 
recognize this unusual fusing of na- 
tionalities and picture the human re- 
sults of it? 

When the other lands have ex- 
ploited their own people, they have 
nothing left. They have comparativly 
little as it is. Caste lines are very 
strict, and when the playwright has 
dealt with each or all, he has no opportunity to utilize the newer people that 
would result from the intermarriage of these classes. 

In America, tho, opportunities are boundless. Every immigrant 
boat that lands at Ellis Island brings new complications for him. Here, in 
this land, a conservativ Swede may marry a fiery Italian, and their children 
will be a mental and emotional amalgam of both. These children, in turn, 
may annex other nationalities in matrimony, and the psychological riches of 
such union can not be overestimated. 

Mr. Savage realizes this, and he is going to trade on it. What he could 
do in this way is so vast that it couldn’t be tagged. What he is going to do, 
No. 1 in his polyglot enterprise, is to develop an Irish-American drama which 
will deal with the changes in life and customs and human nature which come 
to the Irish man or woman who comes to this country and marries an 
American. 

He has bought plays dealing with this life from competent writers. In 
order that his players may have the proper mental concept of their roles, he 
has engaged Irish-American actors. 

The scheme is a wise one artistically. It is a loyal one, as well. It is a 
move to make this land independent of the Old World in plays as it is in 
plows. Mr. Savage believes with Pope that man is the proper study of man. 
Rut he also believes that the American man should study his fellows, not those 
of countries alien in ideas, if not antagonistic. 

After he has done this, the German-Americans and other nationalities 
settled here will give him further opportunity. More power to his arm!

written Law, at the Olympic last week. Mr. 
Royle is by no means a dramatist of concealed 
distinction and bis new play enhanced by good 
acting, constitutes an evening of bright enter 
tainment However, it is not destitute of tech- 
nical faults The construction could easily be 
improved and many sluggish arguments exist, 
setting the climax too far back, but the faults 
are not vital and when the climax is reached 
after the first two acts, the action is indeed de 
cisiv. 

rhe story presents a Western atmosphere, in 
so much as it deals with a family in a smal 
Western town. The father deserts the mother 
and three babes, leaving the former to brave the 
fight of existence alone. He, who once was a 
prosperous man, loving and loved, having been 
ruined, financially, causes his mental downfa!!

the struggle, learns to love a saloon keeper: and 
falls a prey to his attentions. Just as she bas 
gotten her divorce and is ready to marry him

The mother, crazy mad, stabs 
the saloon keeper. Her old husband returns and 
is accused of the murder She confesses, how 
ever, clears her former busband and the jury 
in turn refuses to punish her—thus the unwrit- 
ten law. ‘They reunite and happy finis. 

Frank Sheridan excellently plays the role of 
the saloon keeper and together with May Buck- 
ley sbares all first honors. Earle Browne, John 
Stokes, Elsie Herbert, Frederic Burton and Stella 
Hammerstein all account well for important 
parts.

Law is the oddest melodrama of the season. 
While it brings May Buckley a role as melo-

Parker’s pageant play of the @ld Testament 
scenes, Joseph and His Brethren. For the theme 
of his play Mr. Parker had recourse to the 
book of Genesis. 

This was the third great stage spectacle pro- 
duced at the Century Theater by the Lieblers 
under the guiding haud of George Tyler, and it 
is the largest, and by far the best, especially 
from a dramatic standpoint. 

The play is in thirteen scenes, with over 200 
people in the production. Of speaking parts 
there are 60, and with hardly a single exception, 
eapably handled, 

Among the formidable array of artists in the 
cast are Brandon Tynan, as Joseph; James 
O'Neil, in the double role of Jacob and Pharaoh; 
Frank Losee, as Potipbar, and Pauline Fred- 
erick, as Zuleika. Upon these fell the burden of 
the work, altho as before stated, the work of 
the entire cast was exceptional, especially for a 
first performance, 

Another unusual feature for a production of 
this kind, was that everything was run off as 
smooth as tho it were the 100th ,iInstead of the 
first performance, There was not a hitch of 
any kind. 

The critics laud Joseph and His Brethren as 
the greatest of stage spectacles, and several 
even predict as long a life as the other great 
biblical play, Ben-Hur. 

The Times, in its criticism, gaid: ‘‘It is the 
most remarkable play from scripture that has 
been shown on our stage.”’ Also: ‘In the ma- 
teria] aids of scenery, costume, color, and 
music, the various co-operating forces bave been 
singularly successful. From first to last the 
story is quickly, vividly and fascinatingly un- 
folded, and there are splendid effects of chiaros- 
curo not only in the pictures but in the con- 
trasts of the figures and their actions. So a 
real history seems to be unfolding itself with 
the rounded completeness of life itself rather 
than a mere story in the flat. Captious critics 
will urge, perhaps, that the story of Joseph is 
in itself so beautiful and varied that it needed 
no additions from modern hands.

In fact, many writers admit that 
lack of education qualifies one to produce the 
kind of songs now in popular favor, At any 
rate, it is certain that the staff writers you 
refer to were chosen because the firm exploiting 
them had confidence in their ability as writers 
Just where, when or how this confidence started 
can bot be ascertained. So it is impossible to 
enumerate a list of rules for ultimate success.

tanks of “regular writers,"’ should make in 
dividual effort all the greater. For no field 
offers a greater reward. Send your lyrics to 
any of the publishers advertising in theatrical 
magazines. All will report upon their avail 
ability. Some will extend detailed criticisms 
Read these criticisms earefully and abide by 


the suggestions. You will soon know how much 
progress you ace making in the right direction 
Some publisher will be glad to take up an orig 
inal idea If you can not “dig up" original 
ideas, why waste your time in a field where 
Originality claims the greatest reward? Eager 
hess to enter the writing field and natural im 
patience may make you a splendid mark for the 
Sharks whe will write melodies at so much per 
and publish your efforts at so much more per 
irrespectiv of the merit of the composition. This 
looks like the shortest cut to fame, but it Is 
really the longest. There are some melody 
write rs who prepare melodies more or less worth 
while, for a definite fee, who do not fall witht: 
the classification of sharks. But they are few 
and far between and, for obvious reasons, can 
hot be definitely recommended. The best way to 
progress is to form a partnership with some 
ambitious melody writer and submit your

MAKE AGREEMENT 


Simplex, Motiograph, Power’s and Enterprise Optical Co. 
Moving Picture Machines To Be Sold Under Sales Agree- 
ment To Eliminate Price-Cutting — Film Supply 
Co. Announces Release Dates of New Brands 


New York, Jan, 11 (Special to The Billboard). 
—Three prominent motion 
machine manufacturers, aamely, 


Simplex machine; the Nicholas Power Co., 
New York, makers of the Power's Cameragraph, 
and the Enterprise Optical Manufacturing Co., 
of Chicago, makers of the Motiograph, have sep- 
arately adopted a plan to emilinate ruinous 
price cutting and to permit the dealer to get a 
fair return on his investment and time. 


The adoption of such a policy means that 


each and every dealer handling these machines 


will be required to sell same at list price, the 
only exception being 2 per cent discount for 
cash. There has been no collusion between the 
three manufacturers, each drawing up its agree- 
ment independently of others. 

In an interview with H. B. Coles, general 
manager of The Precision Machine Company, the 
following facts were brought out: 

The 
January 1, 1913, were such that the dealer pur- 
chast machines at a certain price and was free 
to re-sell same at whatever price he could agree 
upon with his customers. Competition was keen, 
and it became quite the thing for film ex- 
changes to offer a cut price on a machine as an 
inducement for getting a prospectiv customer's 
film service. Matteis went from bad to worse, 
and daring the past year it has reached such a 
state that there has been absolutely no profit 
to the dealer in the sale of either machines or 
supplies, 

It is quite necessary for the welfare of the 
exhibitor, and the convenience of the operator, 
that complete stocks of machines and repair 
parts be maintained by the dealers at convenient 
points for quick distribution among the con- 
sumers. This is especially important in the 
moving picture line, where a breakdown fre- 
quently puts an exhibitor out of business and be 
stuys out of business until repairs can be made. 
If the dealer is not supplied with proper parts, 
it is necessary to telegraf the factory, and fre- 
quently it is two or three days before the parts 
can be delivered and the machine placed ino 
operativ condition. 

As there bas been no profit in the sale of ma- 
chines and supplies, there was no incentiv for 
the dealers to carry an adequate stock and put 
competent men in charge of same. 

Realizing that the exhibitors were not re- 
ceiving the proper service and no relief was 
possible, unless the dealers were guaranteed a 
fair profit, Mr. Coles, who at that time was 
ezles manager of the Nicholas Power Company, 
recommended to that company a sales agreement 
on their patented products, which was entirely 
lawful and fair. Before deciding to adopt such 
a policy, the Nicholas Power Company endeav- 
ored to accomplish the same ends by getting the 
dealers in various localities to agree among 
themselves on re-sale prices. ‘This resulted iu 
eeveral meetings of the New York dealers, at 
the Union Square Hotel, and it developed that a 
similar effort bad been made by L. A. Wood- 
ward, manager of the Enterprise Optical Manu- 
facturing Company, of Chicago, who attempted 
to get the Chicago dealers to agree among them- 
selves to maintain prices. 

It became evident from these meetings that 
the dealers could not be depended upen to cor- 
rect the trouble which they and the’ exhibitors 
had caused, and it was up to the manufacturers 
to come to their relief. 

Mr. Coles and Mr. Woodward happened to 
meet at a convention in San Francisco in Sep- 
tember. and took advantage of the opportunity 
te discuss conditions in the machine line, and 
they exchanged views on various matters—among 
them, the serious question of price maintenance.

} Upon Mr. Coles’ return from the Pacific Coast, 


the Nicholas Power Company decided to adopt 
his recommendation and put the sales agree- 
ment into effect. Shortly thereafter Mr, Coles 
resigned and became general manager of The 
Precision Machine Company, manufacturera of 
the Simplex Projector. Having belleved in the 
sales agreement for the Power's Cameragraph, 
be still believed it was a good thing for the 
trade in general, and preceeded to put It into 
effect on the Simplex Projector. 


As the dealers all felt that such a policy 
would give them needed relief, it was considered

While I am deploring this tendency of the day, it is just as good a time 
as any to get into the game myself.

The new child labor law which went into 
effect January & contains a provision 
r lating to the employment of children on the 
Stage and all theater managers have een in- 
formed by Frank A, White, chief of the Bureau 
of Statistics and Information. concerning the 
enforcement of the regulations. The ;rincipal 
feature of the new law was to raise the age 
limit at which children could be employed. 
Every child must obtain a permit from Mr, 
White before seeking employment in any occu- 
pation Children under 14 years of age cannot 
be employed in factories or stores Poyvs under 
12 vears of age cannot sell newspapers and 
must have a badge that is furnisht by the 
bureau. Children under 16 years of age cannot 
be used in anv kind of theatrical verform 
ance. The notices that the theater managers re- 
ceived quotes the law as follows: 

See 23. Any person having in his 
custody or control any child 
16 years, whether as parent, guardian, relativ, 
emplover or otherwise, who shall sell, ap- 
prentice er give away, let ont or otherwise 
dispose of any such child to any person under 
any name, title or pretense whetever, and env 
person whether as narent, guardian or relativ, 
emplover or otherwise, who shall take, receive, 
hire, employ, use or have in enstoedy any svch 
child for the vocation, us*, ocenpation, calling. 
service or purpose of singing, playing on musl- 
eal instruments kf Aegrineg 
peidling. begging or any mendicant or wander- 
ing business whatsoever, shall he deemed guilty 
of a mistemeanor, and upon eonviction thereof 
shell be fined not less than $50 nor more than 
$250 or be imprisoned in a county fail for not 
less than 30 days or more than a year, or suffer 
both snch fine and fmorrisonment in the dis- 
cretion of said tribunal: one-half of all the 
fines to be paid to the informer.

I have often wondered why it was no author 
of first magnitude ever attempted to put the 
dowryless French girl on the stage. Of all peo- 
ple in the world, their position is, at the same 
time, the most pitiable and dramatic. 

Eugene Brieux, of the French Academy, has 
done that very thing, and this week, at the 
Gymnase Theater, the piece first saw the light. 
It is called La Femme Seule (The Woman 
Alone). 

M. Brieux’s play shows how difficult it is 
for a respectable girl to earn her own living 
and at the same time preserve her respecta- 
bility. Therese, the heroine of La Femme Seule, 
is thrown upon her own resources and, tempted 
on all sides, falls. An American playwright 
would, nine times out of ten, had the play ter- 
minate differently; but then nine times out of 
ten the American counterpart of Therese would 
not have been pursued so relentlessly. 

So, in studying M. Brieux’s play one must 
not forget one’s viewpoint, which viewpoint Is 
that of a French girl working for her living, iu 
France, among Frenchmen—not an American 
girl, working for her living, in America, among 
American men. The American self-supporting 
girl often has to face disagreeable experiences, 
but they sre as nothing when compared to the 
lot of the French sister striving under similar 
conditions. 

Therese is a well-to-do orphan. She has been 
adopted by some kind-hearted people and is 
engaged to marry a youth, the son of wealthy 
parents. Therese’s lawyer, however, squanders 
her dowry, and (this is the regulation proceed- 
ing in France) the fiance’s parents break the 
engagement. They cannot permit their son to 
wed a girl whose pile of coin does not stack up 
as high as the son’s pile, 

The girl decides to earn a living for herself. 
She quits the home of her adopted parents and 
joins the staff of La Femme Libre (The Free 
Woman), which paper had for its editor, a M. 
Neris, a lady-killer. Neris pursues his new and 
pretty employe until in desperation she is forced 
te resign her position and seek other employ- 
ment, this time in a book bindery, with scores 
of other girls. The men who werk for this firm 
object to woman labor, and strike. Unable tv 
get another place, Therese is forced to apply to 
La Femme Libre for work again. She gets the 
old job back—but becomes the mistress of Neris. 
He makes the condition plain: ‘‘Give yourself 
or you don't eat.’’ While these are not his 
words, they are the sense of them. 

M. Brieux estimates that there are, in France, 
about two million “women who are alone,’’ 
women and girls who have no one to protect 
them, who have to earn their own living and 
look out for themselves. He is authority for the 
statement that their lot is hell. Either they 
must fight an eternal battle against the insults 
of brutal men, else yield to their still more 
In both cases the position of 
the woman is anything but desirable. 

In France, the girl without money can marry 
practically no one. For even the humblest, 
poorest-paid man, considers his job and his 
wages worth a certain amount in the form of v 
‘dot’? or dowry from the woman he marries, 
and unless he gets a few hundred francs with 
bis wife, he usually refuses to marry. 

Then there is another numerous class of girls. 
They are those who, having but a small dowry, 
cannot find a husband suitable to them, so pre- 
fer to remain single. They are the ‘poor, but 
proud,”’ sort, unwilling to carry the first comer, 
and the man set apart for them by the social 
system of France is the illiterate, unskilled. 
penniless workman, y 

Here, as elsewhere, there is an army of 
werking girls. And, sad it is to relate, as a 
class they are regarded by the men as so many 
willing prey. If a girl works, reasons the man, 
she is legitimate game. In the streets of Paris 
one can see the reflection of this attitude any 
noon hour when the ‘‘midinettes,’’ the shop girls 
and attelier employes, are out for lunch. The 
men seem to have no respect whatever for 
them, playing the rudest possible jokes. Iu 
most instances the girls laugh with the men. 
Other girls will pass over the insult in silence. 
At all times she seems to have no other idea 
than that this sort of thing is the customary 
behavior of men tewards woman, and behaves 
accordingly. 

But one does not have to observe the ~*orking 
girl and the men. Women and girls who do not 
work, yet who find it necessary now and then to 
take a trip thru the streets, are insulted on 
every street corner and followed by men as per- 
sistent as gadfiles. 

This condition is what M. Brieux is fighting. 
His play is strong, but to me, pr rsonally, there 
seems little hope for it accomplishing anythingg 
even to the slightest degree, in the way of ré 


form. Especially when an editorial writer oO 
one of the biggest papers of Paris wrote, 
echoing popular sentiment, loudly upholding 


Therese for yielding to her employer. 

“After all,” he wrote, “it has come to be 
generally recognized in France that, providing a 
woman is free, she may accept such attentions 
without anyone thinking any the less of her.” 

What a slam on France! However, what he 
says appears to be true; men here generally take 
it for granted that the woman ‘‘alone’’ is im- 
pure, whether she be or not, so as the editorial 
writer says. she naturally loses nothing by for- 
feiting what we Americans call her ‘‘respee- 
tability.”* 

Mme. Jeanne Prevost, as Therese, is pretty 
end admirable. Mmes. Marguerite Caron, Ce- 
cile Caron and MM. Gaston Calmette, Signoret, 
Henry Houry and Monteaux, in the suppert, 
were all anyone could desire.

READY FOR CHAMPIONSHIP MEET. 

On January 17, 18 and 19, the greatest indoor 
ice championship meet of the West will be held 
at the mammoth Hippodrome Ice Rink, sit- 
vated between the twin cities, St, Paul and 
Minneapolis. The races will be for the Western 
Indoor Ice Championship Races and will be 
sanctioned by the Western Skating Association 
and officiated by officers of the association. The 
meet is in charge of Secretary Fitzgerald, of 
the W. 8S. A., who wil) have with him this 
year, President. Dr. H. H, Hayes, Otto J. Krejci, 
assistant secretary, and several others, who will 
act as officials. All of the fastest skaters in the 
West, including International Champion Robert 
G. McLean, will compete in the championsbips. 

The twin cities are training up a lot of 
promising youngsters for this meet, and if the 
predictions of Managers Brooke and Dickinson 
account for anything, the people of the flour 
city will see the greatest bunch of skaters that 
were ever brought to the twin cities. 

The Western Skating Association has donated 
a silver loving cup to be awarded the skater 
winning the greatest number of points during 
the three days of racing, and this fact alone 
will warrant some grand contests from start to 
finish. The medals will be gold, silver ana 
bronze in each championship event, while there 
will be a novice race and several other added 
attractions including graceful and figure skatin ny 
exhibitions by many of the twin city skater 
who are well-known for their fine skating. The 
Hippedrome is probably the only rink in the 
country that does not need the use of police pro- 
tection or officers to preserve good order. They 
have a skating club of over a hundred members, 
and each one of these members is sworn in as 
@ special officer for the club and rink. The 
Management has never had to have an officer in 
the building, as the members take care of any- 
thing that does not look in place. They have 
their club-rooms right in the spacious building, 
and every so often hold entertainments and 
skating parties, and enjoy themselves as no 
other patrons of a rink in the United States. 
The strictest order is enjoyed at all times at the 
Hippodrome Rink, and it is all due to the work 
of the members of the Hippodrome Skating Club.

BEAUTIFUL RINK FOR SAGINAW. 


One of the most modern and up-to-date roller 
rinks in the country is soon to be opened in 
Saginaw, Mich. It will be known as the Palace 
Roller Rink, and will be under the management 
of B. R. Miner, of Columbus, O., who thoroly 
understands the rink business, and how a first- 
class rink should be conducted. His aim will 
be to teach the public that roller skating is not 
a craze that should die out in a season, but 
that it should be a permanent amusement, con- 
ducted on the same high principle as that of the 
best theaters and other popular amusements. In 
order to do this a specially designed building 
has been constructed in the business district. 
The building is of paving brick and is equipt 
with the necessary offices, including a cosy rest- 
room for the ladies, men’s smoking room, and a 
spacious lobby and balceny. The skating floor 
is 60x140 and is so constructed that it will be 
practically noiseless, having a solid concrete 
floor, inlaid by 4x4 sills 16 inches apart, giving 
one-inch air space, and a rough, one-inch floor, 
over which is laid a clear maple floor, making 
this one of the best floors in the country. For 
decorating, a color scheme of green and tan has 
been carricd cut for tinting and painting, and

A NOVELTY ON ROLLER SKATES. 


A Los Angeles inventor has produced a novelty 
in roller skates, which work on a different prin- 
ciple from anything else yet in use. The weight 
of the body supplies the motiv power, and in- 
stead of lifting the skates from the ground, as 
is done with ordinary skates, the wheels always 
remain on the ground. As tie skater raises his 
foot, however, a steel shaft with a worm gear is 
lifted about six inches, and as he bears his 
weight upon that foot the shaft ig deprest with 
force. By means of a bevel gear attacht to the 
rear wheel, this motor screw, as it is called, 
drives the skate forward so vigorously that a 
speed of 20 miles an hour is claimed for it on 
smooth pavements. The foot piece to which the 
motor screw is attacht is provided with or- 
dinary clamps to hold it to the skater’s shoe, 
and a leg support of iron is also used, which is 
strapt about the calf of the leg. A brake and 
reverse ate provided as well. The skate has a 
rather heavy appearance, as its construction is 
quite solid, but as the frame is of aluminum it 
is not s0 heavy as it looks. The wheels and 
other parts are of superior stee] and the tires 
are solid rubber. The inventor allowed the Los 
Angeles police to test a pair, and it was claimed 
that as an aid in running down an escaping 
criminal they would be of value, as a man on 
foot would have no chance against them. They 
are more likely to become popular for sport. 
however, than for any other purpose. 


KIMM EASY WINNER OVER BEAUMONT. 


_After nearly a year’s waiting, world’s cham 

pion, Leon Kimm, was given the opportunity of 
removing the only cloud to his title when How- 
arth Beaumont started in the five-mile scratch 
race held at San Souci Rink in Chicago, last 
Friday night. In the title race held at Mil- 
waukee last spring, the four contenders, name- 
ly: Kimm, Carlson, Eichstedt and Beaumont, 
were ordered to stake the final over by referee 
Fitzgerald. Beaumont alone refused to stake 
and Kimm won the diamond medal in the skate 
off. Beaumont has ever since laid claim to the 
title, but has refused to hook up with Kimm in 
an open or match race.

Striker had the place cinched, be- 
ing the freshest, but received the worst of a 
pushing match at one of the corners. He had 
the sympathy of the crowd, as he is a little 
fellow weighing only 90 pounds and is but 16 
years old. Beaumont finally beat Glassbrenner 
for the silver medal. 

The three-mile event for Class B skaters 
brought out what may be a new star, a new- 
comer by the name of Raymond Corder. This 
lad showed a good stroke and plenty of speed. 
He was an easy winner over Kerber in the 
good time of 10:28. Krafft was third. 

Champion Kimm has several out-of-town races 
in the fire, and if Raymond Kelly, of St. Paul, 
or any other skater is desirous of testing his 
speed they will be accommodated at once. Kimm 
is yet a youngster and his home was originally 
in Grand Rapids, Mich.

MOTORDROMES AND THEIR CAPACITY. 


New York, Jan. 8 (Special to The Billboard). 
Space—whether on land or on the printed 
is constantly appreciating in value, grow- 
ng more costly, and harder to acquire. 

comes the thought that the builders 
of motordromes should bestir themselves and fig- 
ure out just what is the be st and most profitable 
disposition to make of their infields. It would 
appear that if this question is given the atten 
tion a cursory examination of the subject seems 
tc entitle it to, these infields should be utilized 
and made sources of profit to their owners. 

Here is a circular expanse a third of a mile 
ground, usually, and unusually, also, as level as a 
floor, surrounded by tiers of seats, and—but for 
. certain lack of foresight or business imagina 
tlon—-apparently the ideal place in which to give 
almost any sort of outdoor performance from a 
baseball game to a circus. Horse shows, field 
sports and racing, and National Guard and or- 

nization displays, as well as a thousand other 
pre positions to which such an arena would nat- 
urally lend itself, could properly be given or 
held tn the Inflelds of the motordromes which 
are now building or in prospect. 

Therefore, promoters who are applying to the 
A. F. of M. for sanctions should search out a 
s'te that may be utilized for other than the sole 
purpose of motorcycle racing, and thus farther

selves and their backers, 

In this connection, the location is of prime 
importance. It has been proved at Brighton 
Beach that people can in a single season be 
educated to journey enthusiastically a dozen 
miles for the seeing of what, in the course of 
a few weeks, became their favorite sport. Nev- 
ertheless, if a site can be found close to the 
center of population in other towns and state, 
a site close enouf to make practicable the hold- 
ing of other sports than motorcycling on open 
detes, then it Is logical that this site should 
be chosen, even though the cost or rental be 
higher. 

Wherever a park is closely adjacent to these 
centers, Or wherever the park is the natural and 
usual place for holding racing, field sports, or 
meets in summer or fall, then the park is the 
logical place, and, conditions being favorable, 
should be chosen. Under any other conditions 
the motordrome should be located as near a8 
possible to the center of things, easily accessible 
to the thousands who will come as spectators and 
return as ‘‘fans,’’ and where, to lighten the 
burden of rent or lease, the infield may be used 
for the possible ones of the purposes indicated 

Concessions that would not interfere with the 
view from the tiers might be rented, or any- 
thing that occurs to the mind of the individual 
t» profitably utilize the space of the infield.

THE LAVEDAN ROW. 


| The tempest in a teapot, caused by the with- 
drawal of all the Lavedan renertoire from the 
Comedie-Francaise by M. Henri Lavedan him- 
self, had just burst when the last Paris letter 
was written. It is still raging, and the facts 
are pretty nearly as related. 

| As I suspected, it is the wounded pride of 
the famous author that’s back of the muddle. 
When his latest play, Servir, was offered to the 
Comedie-Francaise’s Committee on Reading, it 
was not snapt up quickly as it might have 
been, and certainly not as quickly as M. Laveu- 
dan felt that it should have been. After cer- 
tain hesitations, it was accepted with reserva- 
tions This so hurt the playwright that he 
snatched al] his plays from the subsidized play- 
house so quickly that the public was actually 
aware of the fact before M 

se'f knew it; 
the Comedie. 

As intimated last week, Servir is a military 
play in a sense Its hero is a high officer of 
the French Army. Certain army abuses 
army scandals, certain questions of national im- 
portance are dealt with in a bold, but diplomatic 
and patriotic spirit, and the play is bound to 
awaken memories in hundreds of thousands of 
breasts of days when all France was more or 
less divided over the problems. 

M. Claretie explains that as the Comedie- 
Francaise is a governmental institution in a 
way, any utterances from the stage would carry 
much more significance than were the same 
things said on the stage of any other theater in 
Paris The committee's hesitations were not 
over the play itself, but over the propriety of a 
state theater presenting | it There was no 
voting and revoting. he alleges, such as M.

Journal: ‘“‘A play called The Unwritten Law, 
and signed by Edwin Milton Royle, a dramatist 
of no little distinction, received its first big- 
city performance last night at the Olympic The 
ater. It had the benefit of good acting by May 
Buckley and Frank Sheridan, but its purpose 
was not clear, its plot was sluggish, and it did 
not ring true. As an acted story it failed of in- 
terest because of its lazy movement; as a so- 
clological document, which evidently it was in- 
tended to be, it carried no conviction because 
its theme was not definitely stated.

future matinees."’

It was like Paid in Fuil 
removed from a Harlem flat to Staten Island. 
And it moved like a ferryboat with a serio- 
comic performer to make the moments pass a> 
quickly as possible. Bob Reynolds bad a roof 
over bis bead. but bardly enouf to keep it 
shingled. His wife needed a bat and she pald 
for it instead of settling the butcher's bill. We 
saw the hat, but pondered seriously over the ti- 
tle of the play. which got away from the fem- 
inine need of finery with more despatch than 
nheatness. Two rather tedious acts led to nothing 
more than suburban melodrama. The main idea 
was lost in the shuffle of events that followed. 
Bob's wife started out as a Staten Island Nora 
and ended as a Long Island widow. Poor Bob 
could not live up to his wife's idea of high 
finance. He was struggling along with a bun- 
galow on $25 a week, but to save bis wife from 
lunching in a department store restavraut he 
sacrificed himself for $40,000, the price that 
John Brand was willing to pay for an inferior 
grate ot cement with which a dam wag to be 
wilt.”

I want to reproduce here an excerpt 
from an editorial on swindlers in a 
prominent daily paper. After putting 
seers, fortune-tellers, mediums and 
palmists on the pan, the writer con- 
cludes as follows, viz.: 

“There is, however, another class 
higher in the scale who are more 
egregiously victimized than the rus- 
tics, if, indeed, we still have any. 
They are people of small means, 
teachers, clerks and professional men 
who have saved a little, and who year 
after year are misled by the promise 
of large and immediate returns, to put 
faith in all sorts of fake mining pros- 
pectuses and innumerable rainbow 
schemes set forth in circulars in most 
alluring fashion by people they know 
nothing about. Sometimes, as in a 


case now in the courts, well-known 
men, with a standing in the com- 
munity, have been induced to ‘lend 


their names to enterprises which'turn 
out wholly worthless, if not fraudu- 


lent. 
“The Postoffice Department, which 
has a bureau devoted to the preven- 


tion of the use of the mails by fraudu- 
lent concerns, estimates that the loss 
to the people by investments in them 
runs into the hundreds of millions 
every year. 

“There ought to be possible concert 
of action by all authorities, national 
and local, to put a stop to this loss, not 
only to save it to those who have ac- 


cumulated property by industry and 
frugality, but because it would be of 
incakculable benefit if it could be 
turned into legitimate channels.” 

Fine, eh? 

Yes, siree, and the paper that ran 
it is one of the most conspicuous of- 
fenders among the many sheets that 
lend their columns to investment 
swindlers. It publishes skin oil 
stock ads, skin gold mine ads, skin 
rubber plantation ads, and _ other 
scheme advertising galore.
